Motor truck convoys carrying 
emergency Red Cross food sup- 
plies on April 12, started a daily 
service from Switzerland to pris- 
oner of war camps in Germany, 
national headquarters of the 
American Red Cross was notified 
today by cable from Geneva. 

American Red Cross represen- 
tative, Frances James, said that 
there are now 296 trucks available 
in Switzerland for this supply 
work, contributed by American 
and Allied Red Cross Societies, by 
SHABF, and by the French Goy- 
ernment.
